An the correspondence columns of ‘the 
Londou Times ut the end of March, Admiral 
OC. C. Penrose Firzcrrauy brings up 
aguin or rather joins in .the resuscitated 
discussion of British policy at Weihaiwei. 
The Tinea special war correspondent on the 
Haimun, telegraphing by the new wireless 
apparatus from Chinnampo on, the 2lst 
ultimo, denounced this policy as “* casual in 
the extreme,” a criticism which inspired 
Admiral Furzgeranp to write. The Admiral 
‘bas particular reasons for so doing, seeing 
that hin opinions, with those of ‘his chief, 
‘Admiral Sir Epwanp Seymour, have been 
quoted in the House of Lords, As he points 
out, Admiral Seymoug, serving at present 
ou full pay, is not permitted to publish his 
opinions ; but he himeelf isnot under such 
restrictions, Admiral FurzcEraup states 
that his views are still unaltered from wha ¢ 
they were threa years ago, when the 
Government asked for them; he cannot 
answer for Sir Epwanp, but at any rate in 
1901 both were adverse te holding Weibuiwei 
in an absolutely unfortified condition. 
They thought, continies Admiral Kurz,. 
GERALD, that the decision tokeop the British 
flag flying on the islund, even if we only 
called it a sanatorium and a watering-place, 
but with a certain amount of coal, other 
stores, hospital, playgrounds, &,, within 
ninety miles of Port Arthur, but without a 
single yun mounted to protect the place 
even against 2 cruiser raid, was to create 2 
strategically false position, as the admiral 
jp command of the station wonld either have 
to han] down the’ flag, destroy the stores, 
. embark the sick, aud “cut and run” on the 
N first threat of war, or else he would have to 
tie.his squadron to the place to protect it. 
Admiral Frrzerratp is glad to be able to 
quote Admiral Fremanrie, who was for 
three years in command on this station, 
who also endorses “the Times correspon- 
dent’s opinion. He then proceeds to 
demolish the statement of Sir James 
Hore, produced by Sir Spencer Wa.roue 
in defeice of. the Government, that 
both Chefoo and Weibaivei are worth- 
less. He says that, while Chefoo is out of |- 
the question as being a treaty port, the 
f conditions at Weihaiwei since Sir Jases

ioe 
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Hore visited it forty-four years ago have 
su changed as to render his opinion at that 
time irrelevant to the present. The harbour 
has been-deepened, aud the water question 
solyed. Admiral Firzcrratp 
agrees with the Thea representative that 
in Weiliwei we possess the finest harbour

1 in the Yellow Sea, for that is so not only 


actually, but still more so potentially; 

if you want to make an extra berth for a 
battleship at Weihaiwei you huve to dredge 
‘out about aft, of mud overa given area, 
arid if you want to increase the acconmeda- 

tion of Port Arthur to the same extent you 

must dig out 30ft. of the same material, or 
anything elee there may be underneath it, 
ay the availuble area ix mostly dry at low 
water, In fact “any comparison between 

Weibaiwei and Pore Arthur is as the 

Guildhall to a rat-trap.’. The letter con-

The question of trado facilities between 
Rnassia ant the Far East is daily becoming more 
acute, ' Russia’s geographical position is do- 
olared to be against her, especially now that the 
fea route is -ontirely closad, Representations 
have been made to the anthorities rogarding 
further serious inconvenience to trade arising 
from the difficulty of gottitig through badly 
neaded consignments of goods by the Siberian 
railway, bat there scems no probability of any 
early improvement. The authorities Ueclare 
that for tho prosout the exigoncies of the mili- 
tory situation must bo tho first consideration, 
particularly on the Manchorian lines. In view 
of theso difficulties merchants in Moscow snd 
other contres intend, whore possible, to‘ make 
usa of tho old Asiatic overland trado routes, 
Information reached 8. Petersburg ot the end 
of March that trade communications will shor t7. 
ly be reopened by the Amur Shippiig Company, 
via the Shilka, Arguu, Sungari, and Amur.

1908, with rogard to the olection of a repre- 
sentative of the Chamber of Commerce on. the 
Legislative Council, The minutes of these 
meotings wore published at the time and T take 
* it you will hold them as rend. IT beg to more 
that thesa be contirmel. 
Mr. D. RB. Law seconded, and the motion was 
agreed to, 
The Cuarraan said—-Gentlemen,—Tho re- 
ports and avcounts of the Chambor for last year 
have beon im your hands for some days aud we 
will therefore with your permission take them 
ar read. I will offer a few remarks on the more 
important questions which have engaged the 
attention of your Committee, during! 1003 and 
will thon ask those incravers who may wish to, 
do so to address the meeting, For suke of 
convenience I will take the various matters 
deult with in the report in due order. The 
question of the Brussels suyar convention hss 
recently engaged tho varnest uttention of the 
Coumnittee... In order that full protection 
under this convention be secured for’ our 
important local sugar industri’, eortain 
suggestions have been made fo the Govern- 
ment hero with « view to the possibilitios 
of the future ruther ‘than to the actrial 
necds of the present. At our last snnual 
wocting we had to oxpress regret thot the 
Hongkong Government declined to accede to 
our request thet all those, omployed as pilots in 
tho waters of the Colony should be licensed. As 
‘you are aware the Chamber has again urged 
this, ond a dill has recently been before: the 
‘Legislative Council dealing with this important 
. question, , The ordinance appears to fully meet 
“the requirements of the case and we trnst it will 
not be long before tho pilots service is placed on 
a satisfactory footing. In August lost His 
Excollency the.British Minister to China while 
onhis return to Peking, was good enough to 
agree to meat. tho Committes of the Chambor 
und in the report willbe found the addresy 
presented to him which dealt with 
number of important questions, Sir Ernest 
Satow fully discussed , those various mutters 
and oxpressed his ‘desire to do all ‘possible 
to further the intorest of our trade with China 
and his readinoss to give full consideration to 
such representations ag the -Chamber might 
make to, him. Lagi summer the Viceroy of 
Canton boing anxions to increase tho revenne of 
the Provinces endeavoured to revive the ‘illegal 
_ taxation on foreign opium attempted the previous 
year by his predecessor, ‘Cho excuse for this 
Tmpost boing one vory generally put forward by 
the native oflicials when additional funds aro 
reqnired, viz:~The paymont of the war 
indemnity. A telogram was at once despatched 
to H. B. M. Charge d' Affaires at Poking pro- 
testing against this propoxed. violation of treaty 
and, thanks to the prompt aotion of Mr, 
‘Townley and the British Consul Genoral at Can- 
ton, the tax has been “ suspended,” but itis very 
evident that it will be necessary for the Cham- 
ber to continue to keep a careful watch upou our 
tradul relutions with China im order to prevent 
the offioald from lorying illegal taxes whon 
prossed for funds. As mentioned at our last 
annual mooting the qrestion of the compulsory 


this matter they cun roly om the support, of 
all those members of the Chamber whe are 
directly interested in shipping. We are glad to 
ba'able to record that tho ‘Geveeiinait has, after 
considerable correspondence, agreed to offect 
certain improvements in the signalling of 
storm warnings, and trust that the practical 
oxperionce which will bo obtained during the 
approaching typhoon seasou may show thut the 
cheapo offected will result in all thut has been 
hoped for it. Ona other point affecting the 
shipping requires to be dealt. with. I rofer_to 
the Imbecile Immigrants Ordinance. This Bill 
as originally put before the Logislative Council 
was of such a nature ax to give rise to: tho 
greatest wneusiness on the part of  thoso 
whose buriness it is to protect intorests 
of .shipownera tfading with the Colony. A 
protest against this ordinance was unanimously 
signed by the shipping companies. here re- 
prosonted, and while the Bill was nat abandonad. 
as wo had hoped might be the case, still very 
importont modifications were obtained in com- 
mittee and wo, can only reyrot that the offurts 
of our ropresontatiye in this direction wero not 
moro successful.. I consider it necessary to 
specially direct. attention to this Bill, as the 


whole prospority of Hongkong so largely deponds 
up tho facilities and «ncouragement giver to 
shipping to visit the port.- I fear that this fact 
is sometimes lost sight of and that from time to 
timo attumpts at legislation are suggested. and 
not infrequently carried out, calculated to 
impose undue restrictions and expenditure on 
the shipping, which in the ugeroyate form such 
a tax, either by loss. of time or by actual ex- 


from visiting: the Colony. It must bo ro- 
membered that the position of Hongkong as a 
distributing contre is not. imprognuble. . This is 
a point which cannot he too strongly urged. 
Turning to questions of a wider interest which 
still closely concern the welfare of our Colony I 
would refer to tho opening of Kongmoon as a 
treaty port, and the establishmont of a number of 
ports of call on the Wost River to the bonotit 
of the large and incrensing native passenger 
traffic. It is but right that acknowledyment 
should be made of the mannor in which'the 
officiuls of the Imperial Maritime Customs 
have endeavoured to prevent difficulties arising: 
in connection with the work of opening this 
port and also of the abla assistance rendored by 
Mr. Fox. H. B. M. Consul. (Applause.) While 
onthe question of new treaty ports I would 
also mention that the Committee of the Chumber 
hos oddrossed the British Ministor at Peking 
with regard to the advantage which would accrue 
to the Colony through the opening of Waichow 
to foreign trade. As you will recollect, Article 
VIII of the Shunghai Treaty of 1902 provided 
for the opening of this city, but as it will pro- 
bably bo some time before this section of that 
'roaty becomes. operative the Committee consi- 
der efforts should be made to have Waichow 
opened without furthur delay. I would add 
that in our opinion the Treaty port area should 
also include the sister city of Kwaishin. The 
question of piracy on the West River continues 
to be one requiring constant attention, though 
T am glad to be able to add that during the past 
your complaints of this nature have not been 50 
frequont as in the past. ‘During the last few 
weeks however there have becn some cuses of 
piracy and it is evident that the local Chinese 
officials have never attempted to seriously 
deal with this evil, ‘The only means of 
finally disposing of this question is to 
break up the piratien! villages, the positions 
of which are perfectly well known to the 
Chinese authorities. Although considerable 
time has elapsed since the question of the 
removal of tho barriers in the Canton River 
was last dealt with officially by this Chamber, 
wo undorstood- privately ‘that. matters were 
progressing favourably and that before long the 
barriers would be removed. We’ regret to find 
thet in this as in other matiers of hope for 
improvement no advance hus been made by the 
local Chinose officials.” While most scrupulously 
exucting due observance of the terms of the 
Treaties limiting our relations with China; the 
native officials consistently evade their own 
obligatious whenever possible. The delay in 
removing the barriers is ‘yot one more 
instance of their bad faith, and it to be hoped 
that tho necessary steps will be taken to compe} 
the Chinese to romove these barriers within tho 
time stipulated by tresty. ‘The improvement 


adoption of Wii official code vocubulury drawn up 
by tho Telograph Companies hus been again 
before us and a telegram was thorefore sent to 
the. London Chamber ‘of Commerce protesting 
on behalf of this Colony aguinst this proposal. 
The objections raised have becn so universal 
among business communities that it is to be 
hoped this vexed question has been ‘finally 
disposed of. With regard to thd currency 
question, since our Just mecting the decision of 
tho Secretary of Stute for the Colonies has been 
given, which is to the, «fect that “It was 
out of the question tn entertain the idoa of 
adopting o gold standard for Hongkong 
whilo China retained her silver standard.” 
Asa first step therefore towards a. reform 
of the currency in China a joint memorial 
from the Chumbers of Cominerce of Tient- 
sin, Shanghai and Hongkong has been forward. 
ed to the Diplomatic. Body at Peking urging 
that no further time be lost in providing a uni- 
form currency for Chins and the placing of the 
‘Provincial Mints under the control of the Cen- 
tral Goverment, but it is with regret that we 
find up to' the present nothing further has been 
done in this direction. From time to ‘time 
attention has beon directed to the Crown Agont 


system and some correspondence has passed on: 


this snbject between this Chamber and that of 
Ceylon. In order to moro clearly’ fori an oyi- 
nion on the matter a series of questions wos 
drawn up und presented wou Representative at 
the Logialative\Council. While the Committeearo 
not prepared to pay that it would not be possible 
to effect improvements in the working of the sys- 
tem, they aro of opinion that it is devidedly to the 
sidvantage of the Colony that the Crown Agent 
system should be coutinued. During the year 
under review several questions relating to the 
shipping. interests of the Colony have cngaged 
_our attention. While it is admitted that 
regulations are necessary for dealing with 
yeasols, bringing explosives into the harbour, 
the Committes cannot but consider that the 
muuner.of enforcing the regnlations constituted 
an unreasonable ani vexatious restriction on 
the trade of the port and that the regulations 
might with perfect safely be modified. Ater 
considerable correspondence some slight con- 
cession was obtained fromthe Government and 
it now remains to be seen whethor the result 
_ will prove sitisfuctory, . The question of 
modical inspection of yessels is an ald one, 
having Ween dealt with “by the Committes in 
1997 andaguin in 1901, After giving the new 
scheme a fair trinl the Committee are un- 
animously of opinion that the time has now 
arrived wher the posts of Health Officer of tho 
Port and his assistints should be held by 
officials devoting their entire time to the work, 
to the exclusion of private practice; in fact thut 
the system should te here udopted which now 
obtainsin many British Ports where the num- 
bor of eutrances and clearances 6 far smaller 
thun in Hongkong, which now ranks us one of 
the largest shipping ports in the world. The 
Comuittes inteud to again uddyess the Govorn- 
ment on this subject und trust that on further 
considoration the reusonab]eness of their requost 
will be admitted. They feel convinced that in 


in the lighting of the Canton Rivor is another 
quostion which requires attention and we have 
reason to believe that the importance of this has 
not been lost sight of and that steps ara being 
taken both by the Colonial Government and the 
Chineso Imperial Maritime Customs to deal 
with it, The great increase which has of recent 
Fhe daken place in the steamor traffic hetween 

ougkong and Canton renders it more than 
ever necessary that this improvememt should. 
be effected with the least possible delay. Pro- 
gross with the new Commerciat Treaties with 
China has been slow and the present political 
situation in tho Far East is not calculated to 
facilitate matters in this respect. The text 
of the New American and also the Japanese 
‘Treaties has been. published and while ob- 
jections have been mude~ to. certain 
omissions in the former, they are both in some 
respects improvements on the British Treaty. 
It is eatisfuctory to find that the payment of 
duties,in silver is ensured under the terms of 
these Trouties. We understand that the Ger- 
man Treaty will also shortly be ready for sizus- 
ture but so far us I om aware the text has not 
yet been published. The agitation now being 
carried on at home with regard to the fiseal 
policy of the Empire has naturally attracted 
much attention in this Colony, and while the 
time has not yet _urrived to deal seriously with 
the question we have good ground for stating 
that the majority of the British business com- 
munity here is agreed that a change should be 
made go as to place British trade on.-an 
equality, with its. rivals in the werld’s 
markety. I need only cite as an example one 
section of our: business, iz. shipping. It is 
obyious that.if we are to hold our position 
against ‘foreign competitors equal facilities 
should not bo granted them with our shipping 
in British ports-anless we in turn. receive in 
their ports the sume favourable treatment 
accorded to. their own shipping. (Applause.) 
This in the majority of cases is denied to us. 
The whole question of fiscal’ reform is us yet 
yery much in the clouds: but nevertheless very 
nearly concerns the Colony, and the Committee 
will -therefore continuo to fellow closely the 
movement at home and’ should it ultimately be 
decided to seriously deal with the whole question 
no doubt full opportunity will be offered us to 
give. gar views ou any matter which is 
caleulated to affect the prosperity of Hong- 
kong. It must of course always be borne 
in mind. that Hongkong, while a British 
Crown Colony, is chieity a port of call 
for shipping. Its local | productions are 
practically nzi and “its ‘manufactures limited. 
An cnormous ‘volume of trade, a large per- 
centage.of which is non-British, centres here 
| for distribution to China, the Phillipines and 

other non-British territories, and consejuently 

we must strain every nerve to attract this 

foreign trade to our port, and we cannot in our 
| own local interests therefore regard this question

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of view which may be ‘possible or desirable in 
other outlying portions of our Empire. I have

question ag far as this Colony is concorned that

yayed Canton-Kowloon Railway, (Applause.) 
‘wroughout the whole of China wo seo new 
railways being projected and in some cases 
actually completed, muiuly. I ro:rot.to say, 
by the enterprise of those other than British. 
Tho race {s to the swiftand we cannot grudge 
the woll earned success of our commercial rivals 
who under other flags press forward where our 
British investors uppurently fear to tread. 
Tho British investor I am informed on hich 
authority doos ‘not caro to put his money into 
railways ir-China und in view of the aid which 
othor Governments render their nationals while 
our. Foreivn Office refuses to give us equal 
support it is not porhaps surprisiny that British 
concessions for railways in China lmguish 
While we see foreign capital frecly spent in 
developing: forcizn concessions. Tho, Under 
Secrotary of State for Foreign Affuirs is 
reported at a recent gathoring in London to 
have mado a statement to the following effect : 
—Speaking on’ behalf of the Foreign Offive, 
he says:—-We ara alive to the importance of 
railway deyelopmont in civilising u country and 
in promoting its commercial development. . 
Sih but in China we had not ourselves 
administrative responsibility and the work mast 
ba dono by the foresight motives and solf- 
interest’ of private capitalists. This TI think 
fully explains, and in a manner justifies, the 
attitude of the British investor, Whether or 
not theUnder Secrotary of State hus been correctly 
reported Iam not in a position ta say but even, 
thouh he may not haye made ure of the words 
above quoted the policy of the Foroign Office 
as understood by us, is here clearly defined. 
The time hus now arrived however when an ex- 
coption should be made to this policy. As I 
lave already stated, the prosperity of this 
Colony depends upon its maintaining its posi- 
tion uy a distributing centre for the trade of 
South China. This heing the case it is impar- 
ative that the first railway line connecting Can- 
ton with the sea should be the Canton- Kowloon 
Railway. If funds for his liny, estimated at a 
million and a half. sterling, cannot be raixed by 
other means, then our Foreign und Culonial 
Offices should join hands, This Colony should be 
allowed to guaranteo: for a term of ycars the 
interest on the capital required for the sec- 
tion of the line across: the New Territory or if 
necessary should construct and own the line, 
while the Home Government should for once 
in the interests of British trade in China, 
break through its traditions and guarantee the 
interest on the cost of that section outside .the 
Colony. (Applause). ‘Ihe -distance is some: 
where about 120 miles of which one-fifth would 
be in Hongkong territory and the cost. of this 
xoction of the line would be about one-third of 
the whole... The importance of this question, 
both from a local and Imperial poiut of view, is 
so great that £ make noapology for dealing st 
such longth with the matter. Since our last 
meeting the war cloud which has been hanging 
over our heads for so lony has burst and we 
grieve to see two brave nations involved ino 
contest which whataver the result may be must 
mean heavy loss in life and treasure to both. Al- 
realy the result of this conflict has heen severely 
felt by the busiuess suction of this community and 
we hope, not entirely onselfish grounds, that the 
struggle. may be brief, tending to shorten tho 
period of distress and to minimise the disastrous 
results of the war, Before’ I take my seat I 
feel I should like to refer to matters of more 
direct: personal interest. Qur late’ Governor, 
Sir Henry Bloke, after many years spent hero 
has now heen transferred to another sphere of 
activity. A somewhat unusually long inter- 
regnui hus oceurred between his departure and 
tho arrival of his successor but we were glad to 
find that H.M. Secretary of State has appointed 
for ‘Administrator so experienced and. able an 
official us the Colonial Secretary, (Applause). 
Still onother official who while net connected: 
with the Government of Hongkong has been 
closely linked with the trade of the Colony hus 
recently left us. I refer to Mr. James Scott, 
H.B-M. Consul General at Canton. It was 
with sincere rezrot we bade Mr, Scott farewell, 
purticularly in view of his health having so 
seriously suffered during the discharge of his 
onerous duties. I belivve I am rijsht in saying 
that there is grogd reason to fear Mr. Seott 
may not return to China and I take this oppor. 
tunity therefore of placing’on record our high 
appreciation of the energy and ability always 
displayed by him in the execution of his work. 
I feel contident that all those members of the 
Chamber who have hed dealings with Mr. 
Scott will readily endorse what I ssy. 
(Applouse.) Wale if is the object of the 
Chamber of Commerce to deal with ull 
questious reluting to onr trade as they arise, 
and so, far us may. be to provide for future 
contingencies, it is ‘ell oceasionally to 


give uw glance - backward and to recall 
those who have worked in the past and 
by whose labours we now  benelit, 


During the past year a very notable figure has 
disappeared froni-the scene, and while it is per- 
hups somewhat invidious to make special refer- 
ence to ono when so many. did good work, still 
the unique position he occupied must be my 
excuse for mentioning the nume of Admiral of 
tho Fleet Sir Henry Keppel. Admirul Keppel 
as we all know specially distinguished himself in 
the earlier days of the Colony by his brilliunt 
services under fire, and also against the piratical 
eraft which then swarmed in these waters, while 
later he was very closely connected with the 
history. of. Hongkong. He hes now passed 
to his ‘rest full of years und honours 
leasing behind him » reputation which all 
must regard usa high examnle of yocdservice 
fearlessly rendered in tho inte: ests of the Empire. 
Woe have recently had before us ino for- 
eiblemanner the advantage which lies with those 
who hold the command of the sen and it is good 
on occasion to recall the debt we owe to His 
Majesty's senior service and to remember that 
their presence here means security. to our trade 
in these far distant waters und ensures tho 
sufety of all those who dwell under the shadow 
of our wide-flung flag. (Applause.) I bez to 
-move the adoption of the report and uccounts. 
Mr, EB. 8.. Waearten—Mr. ‘Chairman, I 
have.very great pleasure indeed in seconding 
the proposal. I think thut from the report 
and the Chairman's speech it must be evident to 
all the members of this Chamber that the com- 
mercial affairs of this Colony havebeon very well 
cared for, and our thanks are due to the Com- 
mittvo for the way in which they have looked 
after those things both preut undsmall. There 
are one or two things whieh the Chairman has 
referred to which I would like to mention. 
With regard to the question of explosives on 
hoard steamers I can only say it seems 
difficult to understand why it is that we 
do not have similar regulations here to those 
that oxist elsewhere. The Government has not 
told us, as far os I understand, why 
special regulations are upplied here. With 
regard to the Medical Officer of the Port we 
lave so far as things go, and can be with a 
gentleman in private practice, perhaps a9 
efficient a service as we can get, but for one of 
the higgost shipping centres in the world that 


service is not nearly good enough. My 
experience last year when I was travelling—and 
:I was in most of the ports in this part 
‘of the world two or three times—was 
that on most accasions on which I visited 
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Hongkong it took an immonsely loncer time 
than in any port in China or Japan, Manila or 
Port Arthur or Dalny, for the medical officer to 
yetou board thesteamor ; and I think that is an 
unsutisfactory stata of affuirs in ono of the 
principal shipping ports in the world. (Ap- 
plauso.) Perhaps one of the most important 
points to which reference has been made is the 
currency question, Well, it, is satisfactory to 
.sec that it is not quite asleep. but as I do not 
understand tho currency I will leave that to 
somehoty else. The most important thing to 
which tho chairman has referred, and it is one to 
which I do not notice any reference in the re- 
port is the question of thy Canton-Kowloon 

wilway. That, [ think. isa quostion of ahso- 
Jutely vital importance to Hongkenys. It iva 
question ou which we my find the prozress of 
Hongkong entirely rests: It is a question on 
which the vitality of Hongkong may depend, 
and E think it is one of those things which we 
should ask the committee to keep curefal wateh 
onto do dverything they ean to kevp he- 
fore the Government, and to do all they can to 
see that the present concessionai do somo. 
thing. T boliove there is no concession in British 
territory. and there must surelythe some way of 
getting some activity put inte this business. ‘I 


fpelicve that dither shortly: before or shortly 


aftor.the concession was obtained, about five 
yeurs ayo, a concession was also obtained fora 
railway from Tsintau to Tsinanfu. I do not 
think thera was much difference between the 
dates, And. this railhvay of 250 milos_ ix now in 
operation, yet nothing is ‘done by. tho concos- 
siouaries to build the railway between here ind 
Canton, [ think this is uo vitally important 
question, : The China Association at their 
moolins referred to this question, and 
in their report the question — was 
discussed whether tho railway shoukl go by way 
of Waichow. But that is a detail. Whit wo 
want is a railway with its terminos in British 
Kowloon. If seems to mo that the - railway 
question is one of the very utmost importance, 
Thero is uo placv in China to which a- railway 
isso important as it isto Hongkong ond there 


ris no place where there is less done to. get it.

xy. J. R. Micuart-—Mr. Choirman,—I am 
sure the members genorally will agree with me 
that the record of work done during ‘the past 
year has been very satisfactory, and the com- 
mittee are to be congratulated upon the result 
of their efforts. I um very glad to see that the 
heavy fluctuations of exchange, which continue 
in an oven aggravated form, are now awakening 
some interest in the currency question. I sin- 
corely trust that the eforts nuw being made b; 
those alfectod and assisted by the powerful ak. \ 
voeacy of the Chambers of Commerce here and 
in North Ching, in support of the Commission 
on International [xchange from the United 
States of America to frame & workable scheme 
for securing stability of exchan.e, will soon 
prove successful. 7 hope ut any rate we shall 
soon learn that apossiblo basis for the currency of 
China has been evolved, and that we shall 
arrivo in sight of somo settlement of this great 
hindrance to the development of legitimate 
trade. Thore is another subject in which I um 
sure every person interested in the welfare of 
this Colony :must take a koenintorost. I allude 
to tho projected Kowloon-Cunton Railway. Wo 
want, Mr Chairman, tosee thatenterpriseremoved 
from the domain of projects to that of xccom- 
plished facts. It is hijch time that the railway was 


completed instead of waiting for commencement. 


I hope the Chamber will use the whelo weight 
of its influence with the Government to induce 
them. to ‘assist with that section of the line 
which has’ to pass through British territory. 
With this at any rate something can be done by 
ug, and the sooner it is takenin hand the better. 
(Applause, } : 
Mr. WHeaLLer—Mtr. ‘Chairman, with your 
permission I should like to read apropos of what 
said just now about the ruilway question an 
extract, from the circular of Messrs. her & Co., 
dated Shanghai, 22nd April:— A feature-which 
is rapidly becoming noticeable in the Northern 
trade is the transference of business from Cho- 
foo to Kiaochau; the facilities for loading and 
unloading cargo theré and the rapid transit by 
rail to the intérior ure creating an exodus 
from Chicfoo and the ostablishiuent of the same 
hongs in Kiuochau, it is suid that important 
markets in the interior can now be reached in 
one day whereas formerly the same class of cargo 
did not roach its destination underthree weeks.” 
I think that "emphasises the importance of 
railways. (Applause.) ° 
The Cuarzaan—Centlomen. with regurd to 
the remarks made by Mr. Whealler und Mr 
Michael I cun only say that the members of the 
committee ofthis Chamber fully realise, as Tom 
sure we all do, the very vitul importance which 
attaches to the subject of the construction of a 
railway connecting the trunk Jines of China 
withthis Colony. AsTI hopeI eclearin my 
remarks just now, the question litherto bas got 
beon dealt with formally hy the committee of this 
Chamber as certain concessions, we understood, 
were still in existence and these concessionaires 
were engayod upon the attempt to carry out 
their concession. But as it appears to be the 
wish of this Chamber as hero represented that 
the committes should officially take up this 
question, I can only state that the committee 
for this year, whoover they way be, will, I am 
quite sure, deal with this very important matter 
(Applause.) I may add that I have reason to 
believe thatthe Hongkong Government ix os 
fully alive to the importance of this question 
as wo are and thet the facts stated. by 
Mr. Whealler just now in an extract I think 
from Messrs. Ubert’s circular are admitted by 
usall, As business men it is made clear to us 
thnt any port which is left out in the cold in 
the matter of railways must go to the wall, 
and Chefoo is a very good example of what 
would happen to Hongkong if we are not the 
first to be connectel to China by railway. 
With regard tothe currency questien, as you 
know, the Chambers of Commerce of the thres, 
‘principal porta in this part of the world have 
ssed ths Diplomatic Body on the 
subject. but beyond their polite sympathy 
nothing has been done, at present; butyas we 
all know, the reform of China's currency is 


provided for hy Treaty und it a matter 
which will “be dealt with vory promptly 
by tho committee of this Cliamber, 
“who will continue to urge tho im.’ 


portavee of this upon the Diplomatic Body 
until, we hope, at no distant timo reform will 
be accomplished. (Applause).

Mr. Glendinning, who 
isin charge of the dairy, went down sonth lo 
look ont for suitable animals and returned not 
long age with a herd of 20.) With scarecly any 
oxceptions the cows withstood the trials of the 
voyage renturkably. well, and thoy aro now in 
fine condition.” Further additions to the herd 
will follow. During his visit to Austrulia Mr. 
Glendinnings visited—aond indeed got some of 
the unimalx from—the fumous Hawkesbury 
Agricultural Collavo and Experimental Farm 
near Richmond, N.S.W.. where all the mont 
modern methods and apparatus applicablo to 
dairy-furming ure to be found employed; this 
establishment, the Principal of which is Mr. 
H.W. Potts, F.C.S, F.L.8., annually tarns out 
o large number of students theroughly versed 
in the several branches of agricultural scieuce 
and practice, The byros at East Point aro 
large. wiry buildings, and the dairy is well equip- 
ped in every respect. Fresh grass for the cows 
comes from Sokunpo Valley. 
ed 


GENERAL'S BRAVE ACT, 


While a sepoy of tho 65th Carnatic Light 
Infantry was under arrest in the Residency 
yuard romn at Hyderabad he suddonly snatched 
up a rifle and a bendolier full of cartridyos, shot 
the native officer on duty, and ran out firing: at 
eréryone he met. He had already wounded 
another native officer, two sepoys, an old woman, 
and u burber (who has since died), when Briga- 
dier-General Beatson, Laxpector-Genoral of the 
Imperial Sorvice Troops, went ont and faced 
him unarmed, telling him quietly to lay down 
his rifle and state his gricvanco. The isn 
excitedly refused, saying he would not harm 
General Beatson, but intended to shoot the officer 
commanding his company. As the mun con- 
tinued 4o hold his rifle in a threatening position 
and announced that. he had nine shots left, the 
lust o be for himself, the General gave a sepoy 
standing near the order to fire, which was 
promptly ‘obeyed, the murderer fallin’ shot 
through the lower part of tho body. 


CHINA’S PROPER POLICY.

* SIR ROBERT HART'S ADVICE. 

Thore was published o lengthy scheme drawn 
up by Sir Robert Hart as to how Tls. 400,000,000 
might be easily raised, The following ore, 
briefly, his suggestions as to how this money 
might be expended. —. 

J, China should ralse 4 grant divisions as a 
standing army, one.in Peiyang. onein Nanyang; 
onoin Hu-kwony, and one in Lisng-kwang, each 
o be co sed of 50,000 men with 1,835 officers, 
the 4 divisions to represent a grand total expen, 
diture of Tis. 24,000,000, Four high military 
colleges should also be ostablished ot un outlay 
of Ts. 2,000,0000-per annum; and Tle. 3,000,010 
rhould be set aside for the purchuse or munu- 
facture of modern arms and ammunition every 
yeur, If-the Imperial army bo reformed on 


soldiors within the next ten yours. 

2. China should not only. organise her land 
forces, but-she should reorgunise her mavy, 
which should form three grand squadrons, one 
in Peiyang, one in Nanyang, and the other 
available for any point at any time. Each ‘of 
these squadrons should be composed of 80 
yessels, including battleships, cruixers, und 
torpedo-bouts, with a complement of 16,500 men 
aud an expenditure of Tls. 1,650,000 for cach 
squadron, Tho expenditure’ for war vessels, 
Naval Colleges, etc., might be estimated as Tis. 
30,000,000 por annum. 

3. Four big arsenals should be established at 
a cost of Ts. 10,000,000 per annum. ‘ 

4. The pay of all civil officials should be in- 
erased throughout the Empire, ond Tis. 
160,000,000 should be set aside for this purpose 
so that in time the whole Government system 
would be reformed : 

5. Colleges and schoo)s for modern, education 
should be ostimated for at Ts. 10,000,000 per 
annum, and : ‘ 

6. Another Tis. 10,000,000 should be devoted 
to the improvement ai] extension of the postal 
service und” 

7. Tis. 5,000,000 be allowed for the extension 
and improvement of Imperial 'Teleyraphs. 

8. Followiny the custom of European coun- 
dries, Ts. 10,000,000 might bo reserved for the 
expense of the Imperial Palaces, and after all 
these things had been dono there would still be 
a balance of some Tis. 74,000,000 in the Board 
of Revenue for emergencies, and in wtdition to 
the Tis. 400,000,000 under discussion the Go- 
yernmont cau commund ab least Ts. 50,000,000
